Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 15, 20-27, 31, and 36-43 are allowed. 

Claims 1 5 and 3 1 : Prior art of record neither alone nor in combination teach a 
method/computer readable medium for a secure processor to instantiate and authenticate a 
secure application thereon by way of security kernel, comprising transmitting from a normal 
mode to a preferred kernel mode upon a non-power-up executed CPU reset to instantiate an 
application by accessing encrypted key to decrypt and authenticate the application, 
instantiating the application while in the preferred mode only after authentication, and 
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transitioning to normal user mode, and the application as instantiated during the preferred 
kernel mode being available for use during the transitioned-to normal mode. 

Claims 25 and 41 : Prior art of record neither alone nor in combination teach a 
method/computer readable medium for a secure processor to instantiate and authenticate a 
secure application thereon by way of security kernel, comprising setting a chooser value for 
corresponding chooser application, transmitting from a normal mode to a preferred kernel 
mode upon a first power-up CPU reset to instantiate an application by accessing encrypted key 
to decrypt and authenticate the application, instantiating the application while in the preferred 
mode only after authentication, and transitioning to normal user mode, and the application as 
instantiated during the preferred kernel mode being available for use during the transitioned-to 
normal mode. 

Claims 20-24, 26-27, 36-40, and 42-43 are allowed because of dependency.
